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MUST INCREASE

FOOD . EXPORTS

Amcrlca Called on by End of

War to Supply Added
Millions.

ECONOMY STILL NEEDED.

Over Three Times Pre-War Shipments

Required—S8ituation In Wheat and
Fats Proves Government's
Policy Sound.

With the guns In Europe sllenced,
we have now to consider a new world
food situation. But there can be no
hope that the volume of our exports
can be lightened to the slightest de-
gree with the cessation of hostilities.
Millions of people liberated from ihe
Prussian yoke are now depending
upon us for the food which will keep
them from starvation.

With food the Unlted States made

it possible for the forces of demoe
racy to holl out to victory. To Insure
democracy In the world, we must con-
tinue to live simply In order that we
may supply these llberated nations of
Europe with food. Hunger among a
people Inevitably breeds anparchy.
American food must complete the work
of making the world safe for democ-
Cy.
Last year we sent 11,820,000 tons of
food to Europe. For the present year,
with only the European Allles to feed,
we had originally pledged ourselves to
a program that would have Increased
our exports to 17,500,000 tons. Now,
to feed the llberated nations, we will
have to export a total of not less than
20,000,000 toas—practically the Iimit
of loading capacity at our ports, Re-
viewing the world food situation, we
find that some foods will be obtalnable
in quantities sufficlent to meet all
world peeds under a regimd of eco-
nomical consumption., On the other
hand, there will be marked world
shortages In some important commodi-
tiesa.

Return to Normal Bread Loaf,

While we will be able to change our
program In many respects, even a
casual survey of the world supplles
In comparison to world demands shows
conclusively that Europe will know
famine unless the American people
bring thelr home consumption down
to the barest minlmum that will malns
taln health’ and strength.

Europe that will be beyond our power
to remedy. There are 40,000,000 peo-
ple In North Russia whom there Is
small chance of reaching with food
this winter.

To Preserve Civilization.

At this moment Germany has not
alone sucked the food and animals
from all those masses of people she
has dominuted and left starving, but
she has left behind her a total wreck-
age of socinl Institutions, and this
mass of people Is now confronted with
absolute anarchy.

If we value our own safety and the
sucinl organization of the world, If we
value the preservation of civilization
Itself, we cannot permit growth of this
cancer In the world's vitals

to supply thelr people grows stabllity
of government and the defeat of an-
archy, DIid we put It on no higher
plane than our Interests In the pro-
tection of our lnstitutions, we must
bestir ourselves In solution of Lhis
problem.
